LOCATION—The Sale will be held at the Fairgrounds, Ottawa, Ohio. Located 
25 miles north of Lima, Ohio, on Route 65. 


TERMS—tTerms of the sale are cash unless other arrangements are made with the 
consignor from whom the cattle are purchased before the sale commences and the sale 
manager is notified of the arrangements. Settlements are to be made with the clerk 
of the sale immediately after the conclusion of the auction.

Bulls are guaranteed breeders if properly 
cared for and not allowed to run with the herd under 20 months of age. If a bull fails 
to breed he may be returned to the seller if in as good condition as when sold; if, after 
a test in the seller’s herd he still fails to breed he will be replaced or the purchase 
money will be refunded. All cows with calves at foot are considered breeders and no 
further guarantee is made with respect to them. All other cows and all heifers over 
fourteen months old at the time of the sale are guaranteed to be breeders. Animals 
returned to sellers because they do not comply with guarantee will be at buyer’s cost 
of transportation. 

Any claims for adjustment because an animal is a non-breeder must be made within 
ninety days of the date of the sale.
